Adjusted  Birth  and  Death.  Rgtesjs.  Comparability  Factor 

Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise 
persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate. 

These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high 
proportion  of  them  in  a  population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small 
proportion  tends  to  raise,  the  true  rate. 
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The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and, 
therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardisation  of  such  a  factor  will 
give  a  true  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  Comparability  Ihctor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  of  an  area  by  the 
Comparability  Factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  any  other  area  or  with  the 
crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar 
way  to  the  above. 

The  area  Comparability  factors  contain  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  where  applicable. 

The  Factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or 
reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its '  composition  by 
sex  and  age  group,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account. 

The  death  rate  area  Comparability  Factors,  are  this  year  for 
the  first  time,  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.

Notes  on  Causes  of  Death 

Motor  Vehicle  Accident  -  This  occurred  on  the  A. 1116  .Beccles- 
Bungay  road  near  Shipmeadow.  The  cause  of  death  was  the  destruction 
of  the  vital  centre  of  the  brain  due  to  severe  head  injuries  caused  by 
a  collision  with  an  omnibus. 

Road  Accidents  -  In  Great  Britain  an  average  of  fifteen  people  die 
every  day  as  the  result  of  road  traffic  accidents  and  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  are  injured.

Paerperad  Pyrexia  -  Definition.  This  is  any  febrile  condition  occuring 
in  a  woman  in  whom  temperature  of  100.4°F»  (38°C.)  or  more  has  occurred 

within  14  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage. 

In  the  above  case  the  cause  of  the. rise  of  temperature  was  unknown. 

>Infecjfc_iou.Sr  Hepatitis  -  This  disease  is  commonly  called  "Jaundice".  It  is 
infectious,  due  to  a  virus  and  is  difficult  to  prevent.  The  illness  is 
usually  mild.  The  disease  is  notifiable  in  East  Anglia  to  give  some  idea  of 
the  actual  incidence  of  the  disease.
